“After 3.36 o'clock on the morning 
of the 30th, the German attack began 
A tremendous dre was concentrated 
on three sides of the Hooge s,lient. 
There wis a. directed fire of five inch 
and jeld guns against our parapets. 
in addition to high exj?oflve shells 
of longer range and gq rain of every 
sort of tomb from mortars. After ov- 
er half an hour of tits the enezmy 
crept toward our battered parapets 
by saps carried forward, and began 
to play what was left of the defend- 
ers: 

The fire projector is Carricd strap- 
Fed to tha beck exactly as , fire ex- 
tinguisher and apparently contains 
some imlammable 2.1 under strong 
pressure, which, when the cork is oP- 
cned, projects a long flaminz jet. 

“Weakened by the tremendous shell 
inz they had undergone and with the 
defenees hadly knockcd about, the 
jtroogs holding the salient had to re- 
{tive from the trenches on the north 
| 


side of the road and fall back slow- 
‘ly from the ridge. 

“Owings to dtays !nseparable from 
tha situation it was impossible to get 
'n counter-attack in chape before 3 
| o'clock in tho afternoon. Then the 
advance was pertly made under cov 
er of an irregular piece of forest 
known 8 Ouave Wood, which offered 
the only concealment, but from the 
ridge east of Hooge German guns 
swept the woods.

“The heaviest rainfall in forty

Ottawa, July 30.—An a 
relaxation in the regulations regard- 
ing the quailfications cof recruits of- 
feitng for service in Canada has been 
agreed upon by the militia count, 
which should add largely to the en- 
listment throughout the Domiit.on!
